The penalty for failure 
to tUoioughly clean and disinfect hog 
r—., and hog lots following an out- 
break of hog cholera need not be in-' 
flicted by law.

will punish the careless owner. The' 
germs lemain alive in filth anil will, 
infect animals placed in the pens even , 
after the pens have been left empty 
over a severe winter. 


The State Veterinarian recently re- 


ceived a report which illustrates the 
importance of cleaning and disinfect- 
ing. Hog cholera ezir*ed on a premise 
in the summer of 1*18. After the 
last animal had been disposed of, the 
manure and litter was scraped out of

The penalty for failure 
to tUoioughly clean and disinfect hog 
r—., and hog lots following an out- 
break of hog cholera need not be in-' 
flicted by law. The disease germs! 


will punish the careless owner. The' 
germs lemain alive in filth anil will, 
infect animals placed in the pens even , 
after the pens have been left empty 
over a severe winter. 


The State Veterinarian recently re- 


ceived a report which illustrates the 
importance of cleaning and disinfect- 
ing. Hog cholera ezir*ed on a premise 
in the summer of 1*18. After the 
last animal had been disposed of, the 
manure and litter was scraped out of 
the pens and thrown on the manure 


heap. A strong smelling disinfectant 
was sprayed on the walls and floor 
and hnie was thrown on the ground 
No hogs were brought to these prem 
ises until this spring. In 
nineteen 


days from the time the pigs were pu 


, in thc-be pens they were sick with hog 
| cholera. All hogs and pigs on the 
| premises whree this man bought hisJ 
pigs 
were healthy. Every other' 


source of infection has been traced 
out. This man is paying the penalty 
for not being thorough in his cJean- 
ing and disinfecting.
